ELWC— No  Slacks 
Is  Absolute  Policy 


Question  on  coed  dress  standards 
prompted  an  explanation  of  the 
Wilkinson  Center  policy  by  Lyle 
Curtis,  student  coordinator. 

Some  students  have  complained 
about  a recent  “change  in  policy” 
where  girls  with  slacks  are  not 
allowed  to  participate  in  activities 
at  the  Bowling  Alley  and  Hobby 
Center. 

“Actually,  there  has  been  no 
change  in  policy,  Curtis  said. 
“Dress  standard  policy  has  always 
been  that  slacks  are  not  appropri- 
ate dress  anywhere  on  campus.” 

LAST  YEAR  OK 

The  student  co-ordinator  said 
that  last  year  coeds  were  allowed 
to  wear  slacks  when  participating 
in  activities  on  the  first  floor  of  the 
Wilkinson  Center  (games  area, 
bowling  alley,  and  hobby  shop). 

“But  it  is  quite  hard  to  limit  a 
person  to  just  one  floor  of  a build- 
ing,” he  said.  Some  girls  began 
going  to  other  areas  of  the  Wilkin- 
son Center,  according  to  Curtis. 

Jay  Eitner,  W'ilkinson  Center 
Business  Manager  said  that  the 
faculty  and  staff  are  now  com- 
mitted to  uphold  these  standards, 
which  have  been  re-emphasized 
by  Dean  Elliot  J.  Cameron  re- 
cently.” 

ENFORCED  LAST  WEEK 

Lyle  Curtis  said  that  staff  mem- 
bers began  enforcing  dress  stand- 
ards in  the  bowling  alley  and  hob- 
by shop  areas  last  week,  telling 
coeds  in  slacks  they  could  not  par- 
ticipate unless  they  were  wearing 
dresses. 

“We  realize  there  is  a problem 
with  girls  working  in  the  hobby 


shop  with  both  dresses  and  slacks,” 
the  student  co-ordinator  added. 
“But  we  have  developed  a mother- 
hubbard  type  of  apron  that  we 
think  will  protect  the  ladies’  cloth- 
ing as  they  work.” 

He  explained  that  the  apron  de- 
vice would  be  supplied  in  various 
sizes  and  should  take  care  of  the 
majority  of  coeds  who  use  the 
hobby  shop. 

Many  coeds  wearing  slacks  were 
indignant  over  the  past  several 
days  when  they  were  turned  away 
from  the  hobby  shop. 

John  Hall,  hobby  shop  director 
said  however,  “As  far  as  I’m  con- 
cerned, a girl  dressed  in  a skirt 
can  do  carpentry  work  just  as  eas- 
ily as  a girl  with  slacks  on.” 

FOLLOWING  STANDARDS 

Lyle  Curtis  said  that  Wilkinson 
Center  personnel  are  merely  fol- 
lowing BYU  Dress  Standards  which 
have  been  set  down  by  Adminis- 
tration officials  and  have  been  out- 
lined in  the  “Strength  of  Youth” 
booklet  published  by  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Oirist  of  Latter-Day  Saints. 

Curtis  emphasized  that  BYU  is 
not  unique  in  establishing  dress 
standards.  He  said  he  had  person- 
ally observed  the  same  high  dress 
standards  at  Tulane  University. 

“I  asked  their  Dean  of  Students 
about  it,  and  he  said  they  started 
a campaign  four  years  ago  for  high 
dress  standards,”  Curtis  said.  “He 
told  me  it  had  finally  paid  off  and 
that  he  felt  students,  acted  exactly 
as  they  dressed.”

Admission  Policies 
Disclosed  For  1967-68 


The  administration  has  listed  a 
summarization  of  new  BYU  ad- 
mission standards  which  will  be 
in  effect  begining  spring  semes- 
ter of  1967,  according  to  Gary 
Bascomb,  director  of  central  mail- 
ing. 

Bascomb  recommends  that  stu- 
dents clip  the  list  to  be  given  to 
friends  and  relatives  interested  in 
attending  BYU  next  year. 

1.  Aplication  deadline  for  new 
freshmen  is  April  30,  1967,  and  for 
transfer  and  former  students  July 
31,  1967. 

2.  The  American  College  Test 
must  be  taken  by  all  new  fresh- 
men and  also  transfer  students 
with  fewer  than  15  semester  hours 
of  credit. 

3.  A non-refundable  aplication 
fee  of  $10  will  be  required  after 
Jan.  1,  1967. 

4.  Freshmen  should  be  predicted 
to  achieve  at  least  a C average  in 
their  first  year  at  BYU.  This  pre- 
diction is  based  on  a formula  com- 
bining high  school  grades  and  the 


American  College  Test  results. 

5.  Transfer  students  must  have 
a cumlative  grade-point  average 
on  college  work  of  2.25. 

6.  Academic  standards  for  con- 
tinuing students  will  be  raised  con- 
sistent with  new  requirments  for 
freshmen  and  transfers. 

7.  All  students  are  expected  to 
observe  the  Honor  Code  and  LDS 
standards.  Violators  will  be  coun- 
seled with  and  may  be  invited  to 
withdraw.  Bishops  of  campus 
wards  will  work  closely  with  the 
Dean  of  Students  in  these  cases. 

8.  New  freshmen  and  transfers 
are  asked  to  have  a physical  ex- 
amination prior  to  admission. 

9.  Tuition  and  fees  will  be  $200 
per  semester  for  members  of  the 
Church  and  $325  per  semester  for 
non-members. 

10.  Insofar  as  possible,  all  new 
students  will  be  interviewed. 

11.  Selected  BYU  alumni  through- 
out the  United  Stated  have  been 
appointed  as  admissions  advisors 
to  assist  students  in  their  areas.

, BYU  received  word  last  week  it  was 
to  be  accredited  for  another  five  years 
by  the  Northwest  Association  of  Secondary 
and  Higher  Schools. 

And  with  it,  finally,  came  an  end  to 
rumors  concerning  the  campus  during  the 
last  part  of  this  year  and  early  this  year 
that  BYU  might  not  be  accredited. 

The  groundless  rumors  were  even  re- 
flected in  a nationally  syndicated  article 
by  Dr.  Max  Rafferty,  Superintendent  of 
California's  Public  Schools,  after  he  visited 
this  campus. 

Although  his  column  was  supportive 
of  BYU  standards,  he  too  was  misinformed 
about 'the  facts  on  accreditation. 

The  accreditation  report  included  all 
divisions  of  the  university,  which  were 
given  favorable  ratings. 

In  addition,  the  Accreditating  group 
aproved  the  many  specialized  professional 
association  programs  now  functioning  at 
BYU. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  despite  state- 
ments that  were  published  by  President 
Wilkinson  and  others  explaining  the  truth 
about  the  accreditating  team,  some  on  the 
campus  continued  to  believe  and  spread 
f ilsmy  “accreditation”  stories. 


It  was  also  fully  explained  that  the 
team  which  visited  BYU  were  not  making 
comments  period  until  the  full  report  an- 

n.  aiming  the  accreditation  was  published 

o. st  week. 

The  high  academic  standards  of  BYU 
have  been  reflected  in  the  high  caliber  of 
faculty  members,  and  the  honors  they  have 
received  from  colleagues  in  their  fields. 

They  have  been  further  reflected  in 
the  fact  that  BYU  athletes  have  dominated 
the  WAC  All-Academic  teams  for  the  past 
several  years. 

It  is  a tribute  not  only  to  the  founding 
principles  of  this  University,  but  to  leaders, 
faculty,  and  students  throughout  the  years 
in  that  we  have  been  able  to  maintain  a 
high  academic  standard— besides  providing 
a full  variety  of  activities, 

As  BYU  continues  to  provide  candi-

school  will  continue  to  grow. 

And  the  Northwest  Accreditation  is 
another  favorable  sign  in  the  road  along 
that  way.

Editor: 

I am  sure  that  the  two  Sopho- 
more Class  Executives  are  aware 
that  B.Y.U.  has  a Sports  Infor- 
mation Director  and.  although  I 
feel  they  have  asked  this  question 
more  as  an  implied  criticism 
than  an  effort  to  get  an  answer,  I 
would  like  to  answer  the  question 
in  the  affirmative.  B.Y.U.  does 
have  an  excellent  Sports  Infor- 
mation Director.  Dave  Sdhultless 
is  the  Dean  of  the  SID  of  the 
W.A.C.  Conference.  He  has  earn- 
ed this  title  through  years  of  ser- 
vice and  through  the  quality  of 
the  work  which  he  has  done.  I 
have  personally  had  the  experi- 
ence of  traveling  to  all  but  one 
of  the  campuses  of  W.A.C.  mem- 
ber schools.  Other  professionals 
in  his  field  hold  him  in  highest 
regard.  He  is  consistently  re- 
ceived by  newspapers  and  sports 
publicists  on  campus  as  a re- 
sponsible, sensitve  journalist  and 
an  expert  in  public  relations.  Ev- 
idence of  his  competence  can  be 
seen  in  the  relationship  which  he 
has  with  national  wire  services 
and  national  magazines  such  as 
“Sports  Illustrated”.  Last  year, 
for  example,  B.Y.U.  had  a good 
deal  more  space  in  “Sports  Il- 
lustrated” than  any  other  school 
in  the  conference. 

Finally,  let  me  say  that  Dave 
has  made  as  great  an  effort  as 
anyone  on  campus  to  get  Virgil 
Carter  the  All-American  recogi- 
tion  which  he  deserves.  The  prob- 
lem in  electing  All-Americans 
from  the  intermountain  area  is 
similar  to  that  of  electing  presi- 
dents of  the  United  States— there 
Simply  aren’t  enough  votes  in  this 
part  of  the  country.

May  I suggest  that  the  Sopho- 
more Executives  who  have  criti- 


cized Dave  get  acquainted  with 
him.  He  has  an  enviable  record 
which  spans  15  years  at  B.Y.U. 
I think  they  will  also  discover 
that  he,  like  the  coaches  and 
players,  is  doing  an  excellent  job 
in  promoting  B.Y.U.  athletics. 
Further,  getting  acquainted  with 
Dave  will  add  some  perspective 
to  the  myopic  point  of  view  taken 
by  those  who  criticized.  It  is 
easy  to  forget  that  during  the 
past  two  or  three  years  B.Y.U.

Nobody  in  Saigon  would  get  up- 
set over  something  like  this.  It 
happens  to  any  American  count- 
less times  every  day.  The  popula- 
tion of  Saigon  has  doubled  in  the 
j last  few  years,  to  almost  two  and 
a half  million. 

Most  of  these  people  are  refuge- 
es, who  left  what  they  owned  in 
the  countryside  and  are  living  now 
in  the  streets  of  the  city.  They 
form  a whole  new  social  class 
which  has  been  created  by  the  war 
and  is  now  trying  to  make  a living 
off  it. 

Many  of  the  young  girls  become 
] prostitutes,  or  hostesses  in  the 
hundreds  of  bars  that  have  sprung 
jup  to  cater  to  American  GI’s. 
Many  of  the  men  become  pimps 
or  money  changers  or  black  mark- 
eteers. Many  of  the  little  boys 
shine  shoes,  and  if  you  tell  them 
no  they  try  to  shine  them  anyway, 
or  trip  you  as  you  go  past,  since 
hey  know  you  could  easily  afford! 
to  let  them  earn  a few  piastres 
if  you  wanted  to. 

The  children  who  are  too  small 
to  earn  any  money  often  just  keep 
their  hands  out,  begging,  as  long  ' 
as  an  American  is  in  sight.  They 
have  learned  a few  English  words, 
like  “Number  one!”  or  “Number 

ten!”,  “Hello,  O.K.!’!’  or  “ 

!!”  People  in  Saigon  are* 

used  to  it. 

RESPONSE  UNCERTAIN 

But  this  is  different.  This  little 
boy  was  obviously  not  of  the  re- 
fugee class.  His  parents,  if  they! 
were  typical  middle-class  Viet-  ‘ 
namese,  had  probably  taught  him 
that  only  pariahs  beg,  especially 
from  Americans. 

I may  have  misinterpreted  him 
of  course,  but  I think  that  what  he 
was  doing  in  those  brief  moments 
before  he  put  his  hand  out,  was 
measuring  both  of  us.  He  was  ask- 


ing himself  if  I was  the  kind  of 
person  who  would  give  him  some 
money,  and  he  was  wondering  if 
he  was  the  kind  of  boy  who  would 
ask  for  it. 

Only  for  an  instant  I became 
very  bitter,  then  just  sad.  When 
I shook  my  head  with  a sort  of 
plaintive  smile,  he  stuck  his  hand 
in  his  pocket,  lowered  his  eyes 
and  began  to  walk  on,  again  with- 
out a word. 

He  turned  briefly  after  several 
steps,  saw  that  I was  watching 
him,  and  kept  going.  I turned  back 
toward  the  street,  and  when  I 
looked  again  he  had  disappeared 
around  a corner  or  into  the  crowd.
